In the second war with Great Brit­ 
ain, in 1812, General Stewart again 
took the field and the office of brig­ 
adier of cavalry was created and giv­ 
en to him. 
Both Stewart and 
Screven 
were 
buried in the cemetery beside Mid­ 
way church, and there the memorial 
is to be erected If the bill becomes 
a law.
